Industries will 
be asking for special exemptions, 
and businesses in one section of 
the country, such

where cheaper labor is used, will 
be striving to get lower scales than 
northern competitors. 


But will the federal government 


be able to ignore the rule that all 
American citizens must be treated 
alike? Will not' a citizen be able to 
go into court and enjoin any de- 
cision of the federal board which 
discriminates against him on ac- 
count of color or against a woman 
on account of sex? 


For a long time a group of wom- 


en leaders have been trying to get 
an amendment to the federal con- 
stitution which would safeguard 
the rights of women in getting equal 
pay along with men. They have 
made considerable headway with 
the proposal and President Roose- 
velt favors it. Now. when one of 
his boards starts applying the rules, 
will he dare to permit a violation 
of the principle—no discrimination 
against women? 


The dislocation of jobs which is 


bound to result to some extent from 
the minimum wage and maximum 
hour legislation is likely to affect 
women more than men. There'are 
many factories and business places 
where women get perhaps $12 a 
week. When a minimum of $16 is 
established, an employer may feel 
that a young man will be physical- 
ly stronger and yield an output of 
product which would make up for the 
four dollars of increased expense. 


Sees Dismissals 


Then there is the case of the per- 


sons of advanced age. Employers 
may feel that some jobs are worth 
$12. but, when it comes to paying 
$16. they will want younger men. 
Dismissals 
by the hundreds of 


thousands may result. 


Naturally, the relief rolls will 


have to take care of some of these 
persons displaced, but, in the tran- 
sition period, there will be hard- 
ships felt by persons xvho now have 
jobs and by their relatives to whom 
they will first go for support. It is 
true the law is supposed to grant 
special licenses to persons of ad- 
vanced age or who have some 
partial physical incapacity, which 
is supposed to make it possible for 
them to earn wages below the mini- 
mum fixed.* But it will take much 
red tape to arrange all this and 
many employes 
will prefer, no 


doubt, to hire'younger and more 
able-bodied persons. 


The full economic benefit, namely 


increase in the national purchasing 
power, is questionable. Much of the 
so-called under-privileged labor, as 
on the farms and in rural districts j 
generally, is not to receive the I 


benefits of the law. So Mr. Roose- 
velt's cry about one-thiid of the 
population being ill-clad, ill-housed 
and ill-nourished will probably have 
to h£ repeated. Certainly the num- 
ber of persons to bo bcncfitted by 
the act is relatively small, and the 
proposed legislation may also oper- 
ate to increase the cost of living 
for many of the persons who now 
receive above the minimum scale. 


Money Problem 


There is also the problem of find- 


ing the money in the budget of 
marginal businesses so as to pay 
the wages required by law and the 
increased expense of time and a 
half overtime where longer hours 
arc necessary for special kinds of 
work in which interruptions are 
not feasible. Will employes feel that 
they cannot advance the wages of 
those above the minimum because 
they must use whatever margin 
they have available for payroll in- 
creases so as to meet the new ex- 
penses caused by government in- 
tervention for the minimum class- 
es? That's what happened under 
the NRA in not a few businesses. 
It will happen again. 


Whenever the people indifferent- 


ly let the federal government fix 
their wages, their cost of living, 
and run through the whole econ- 
omic structure the reckless hand of 
bureaucracy, there are bound to be 
repercussions. There are some ob- 
servers here who think the pro- 
posed federal board will find its 
task so circumscribed by difficul- 
ties that'it will take a year to get 
a single ruling, very much as the 
Walsh Healey act has thus far oper- 
ated, or rather failed to operate, ex- 
cept in the most indirect way. 


Certainly the federal power over 


minimum wages may force greater 
and greater intervention by govern- 
ment into the whole matter of wag- 
es and hours above the minimum. 
William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, has 
persuaded the house to give the 
unions some leverage in 
fixing 


minimum wage scales in conformity 
with collective bargaining arrange- 
ments that exist in certain localities 
and in line with prevailing wage 
scales. This alone presents an al- 
most insuperable problem of ad- 
ministration and enforcement But 
maybe the A F of L, which in- 
wardly doesn't like the legislation 
because it gives the government a 
chance to make labor unions super- 
fluous, doesn't care if the proposed 
law proves 
unworkable. Maybe 


that's one way to sabotage it—to 
load it down with amendments that 
will make it vulnerable from a con- 
stitutional as well as an economic 
standpoint.

can be seen at rates of anywhere 
from a dozen to 50 an hour after

the sky is seen only by the person 
who happens to be looking direct- 
ly upward before the meteor ap- 
pears. 


Astronomers want a million lay- 


men to count these meteors by the 
hour tonight The counts should be 
mailed to Professor Charles P. Ol- 
iver, of the flower observatory. Up- 
per Darby, Pa. 


This simple counting of meteors 


may be an aid to solving one of the 
great mysteries, whether the uni- 
verse is youthful and growing or 
ancient and dying. Xevyton. from 
observing meteors, suggested that 
it is youthful and meteors are bits 
of matter flying about to build new 
worlds.

needs in the various communities. 
But now that emergency unem- 
ployment is virtually over, now

The truth of the matter is that 


large sums of money cannot be dis- 
tributed by a central government 
without impairing the character of 
the government itself. When those 
sums can be obtained, as they are

taxes on large bodies of voters, by 
financial magic, painlessly out of 
the thin air, the system is self-per- 
petuating. No politicians, dependent 
on votes for re-election, can really 
be trusted with so much power. 


For that reason, in so far as mon- 


ey has to be distributed, the onlj 
hopeful remedy is to let some kin< 
of non-partisan and mdependen 
body suggest how the money shal 
be distributed. This principle- ha 
been embodied in the new charte: 
of the City of New"York. Mr. Roo 
sevelt has talked a lot about plan 
ning. Why does he not propose to 
set up independent commissions in 
the field of relief, in the field of 
public works, in the field of agri- 
culture, which will tell him, wil 
tell congress, will.tell the country, 
where, in what proportions, and in 
what order these great subsidies 
shall be paid?

The fire was then snuf- 
fed out with a 155 quart explosion, 
the largest ever used for this pur- 
pose.

Englishman who had served with crack 
Indian commands 
interpreted

the 


western world some of the meaning of 
the great religions of India and described 
his experiences in his search of under- 
standing. Probably those sections of his 
book which caused most discussion here 
were the ones in which he described his 
various experiences with Indian scholars 
who are looked upon with reverence in 
their own land because of the apparently 
super-human powers they possess, pow- 
ers 
that he 
understands 
are 
gained 


through intense study and concentration. 
Yeats-Brown said that it is believed by 
millions of Indians that some of these men 
are able to see into the future. 


Gandhi, great Indian scholar and lead- 


er, protests when he is called Mahatma. 
term applied to these men who attempt 
to lift the veil that, covers the eternal mys- 
teries. But, to millions of lower caste 
Indians. Gandhi is seer and prophet. 


Gandhi last week made a prediction 


concerning the United States. 
Currently 


he is engaged in directing a campaign to 
make India bone dry within two years. 
Prohibition, he believes, first must be 
achieved if the masses of India are to cast 
off British rule. 


Talking about the campaign he is head- 


ing, 
Ganhdi observed that "America will 


return to prohibition once more with still 
greater fervor and better experience in 
enforcement." 


Believers in yoga will think that Gand- 


hi's prediction is the inspired statement of 
a man who knows what the future holds. 


Non-believers will 
wonder what 
a 


shriveled, brown-skinned man can know 
about the problems that face this Nation. 
They will recall that Gandhi is popular- 
ly caricatured in bed-sheet garb and they 
will 'smile. 
Some will scoff, forgetting 


that the Indian leader represents prob- 
ably more millions than do the dictators. 
Gandhi's appearance may evoke smiles 
but he has a large place in the history 
of the times and events may so shape 
themsslves that he will have a large place 
in the history of all times. The scoffers 
•will forget that, whatever else he may be, 
Gandhi is one of the best-informed men 
of his time. 


Perhaps Gandhi does not draw on any 


mystical powers he may possess when he 
predicts that'prohibition is on the way 
back in the United States. Many persons 
who are as reluctant to claim supernatural 
powers as is Gandhi have been saying the 


- same thing with increasing frequency and 


volume during these last months. 


The wiser ones among those who make 


and sell intoxicants know that there is 
danger of prohibition's return and are 
doing all that they can to limit the abuses 
of alcohol and to control its distribution. 


The truth cannot be repeated too oft- 


en that if distribution is not properly 
controlled, if the toll of deaths that is the 
consequence of drunken driving is not 
reduced, if abuses of regulations are not 
curbed, there may be reaction that will 
return us to a prohibition regimen as 
quickly as prohibition was swept out by 
repeal. 


It may be. as Gandhi says, that we will 


be able to apply "better experience in en- 
forcement" if prohibition returns. 
The 


statement is open to question. We did not 
learn a great deal about enforcement dur- 
ing the years of prohibition. About the 
most we learned is that enforcement is 
difficult always, impossible sometimes. 


Ko liberal-minded person wants, ever 


again, to be a xvitness to the abuses 
of law thai were our experience prior to 
repeal. 


But the liberal-minded, as well as the 


reformers, will continue to insist that 
present abuses" shall be corrected. 


Perhaps Gandhi knows what is in 


store for us. Sober-minded persons will 
believe that one docs not need to have a 
reputation as possessor of mystical pow- 
ers io know that regulation of alcohol 
must be tightened else public sentiment 
will riemar.d a tightening of distribution.

About 12 years ago, after 


much pleading and representation, 
the state department received $60,- 
000 to help its ministers and am- 
bassadors foot the heavy bill for 
entertainment forced upon them. 
It wasn't nearly enough, but it was 
a starter. 


Along came the depression and 


a desire to lop off odds and ends 
of appropriations that seemed un- 
necessary. The entertainment fund 
might have survived but for the 
discovery that some of the 'diplo- 
mats sent to countries where liquor 
was permitted — that 
included 


most—served liquor to their guests. 
That was too much. The fund was 
abolished and any money Ameri- 
can envoys had from then on they 
took from their salaries or from 
their own pockets. 


The year 1937 brought a return 


of the appearance of prosperity and 
the state department, wonder of 
wonders, received $125,000 for en- 
tertainment. It was repeated in the 
1938 appropriation bill.

Envoys Underpaid 


Traditionally, 
American diplo- 


mats are underpaid. The ambassa- 
dor to England, along with others 
of the ambassadorial rank, gets 
$17,500. His residence is furnished 
by the government or rather on 
behalf of the government. Actually 
J. P. Morgan presented tiie gov- 
ernment with a home for the am- 
bassador in London several years 
ago. 
There are posts where the am- 


bassador and ministers do not get 
residences. They have to pay for 
them out of salary. 


Ministers, next in rank io ambas-

ROM time to time I have let- 
ters, chiefly from very, -very 
young things, asking what the 


ideal 
dimensions are . . . what 


should one's bust measurement be, 
and one's hips, and ankles and so 
on.

Were I 
to ask tor a dispensation from Di- 
vine Providence I would call for a 
well proportioned body and leave 
the perfect dimensions to the show 
girls.

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Babson Sees Need 
, Of New Outlook on 


Spiritual Values 


Sayn Protestant Church At- 
tendance Has Been De- 
clining for Many Years 


Bl* ROGER W. BABSpN 


B*bw>n Park. Mass.—During 
re- 


cent weeks I have read several edi- 
torials congratulating our churches 
on their progress during these per- 
ilous times. Iram loath to discour- 
age those who have accepted these 
Polly-Anna reports: but I do be- 
lieve many of my regular readers 
will be interested in my conclu- 
sions: 


1. The so-called "church member- 


ship" figures 
published 
annually 


by the Christian-Herald and broad- 
casted by the Press associations are 
incorrect. They contain not only the 
names of millions who have repu- 
diated the Church which they join- 
ed in their youth—but also millions 
who are dead and buried physically. 


2. Protestant Church attendance 


has been falling off for many years. 
This may not show by recent sta- 
tistics on church attendance at the 
Sunday morning service; but in 
many churches attendance at this 
Sunday service has been kept only 
by omitting the mid-week and eve- 
ning services, and by closing dawn 
-in summer-time. A record of the 
number of Protestants entering the 
churches during a year 
shows a 


constant falling off. This decline is 
taking place despite the fact that 
our Protestant population 
is in- 


-creasing each year. 


Sunday School Down 


3. Sunday School attendance is 


also falling off. The Congregational 
Christian churches of which I am 
moderator have had a net loss of 
over 150,000 Sunday school schol- 
ars since 1925. At first I assumed 
this to be due to a serious drop in 
the birth rate among us indifferent 
Protestants; but study shows that 
the decline is primarily 
among 


those of high-school age and adults. 
The young children are still being 
sent to Sunday school to give fath- 
ers a chance to read the Sunday 
paper! 


I iiave attempted to ascertain the 


Teason for this collapse of Protest- 
antism. Upon visiting the national 
headquarters of different denomi- 
nations, the secretaries dispute my 
conclusions. 
When 
interviewing 


parents, they blame it onto 
the 


preachers, the latter in turn blame 
it onto the young people and the 
schools. The only fact all groups 
seem agreed upon is that 
"young 


people are more intelligent and en- 
quiring today;—they do not accept 
as readily what their grandparents 
did". Yet statistics show that the 
liberal churches—such as the Uni- 
tarian—have even greater trouble 
in holding their young people than 
do the Fundamentalists. So "creed" 
is not the real reason. 


Visits Colleges 


Determined to find the cause, I 


devoted the month of May, 1937 to 
visiting twenty prominent Protest- 
ant colleges, most of which were 
started many years ago by min- 
isters and earnest church people. To 
my great surprise, these colleges 
were having their troubles also. At- 
tendance at chapel has fallen off 
tremendously and there is an in- 
difference 
toward 
religious 
in- 


struction. Although the colleges of 
the Middle-West have a more re- 
ligious atmosphere than most New 
England colleges, all 
educational 


institutions are 
losing control of 


their young people. 


Unlike the denominational sec- 


retaries, and the preachers and par- 
ents, these young people gave me a 
definite reason for their lack of in- 
terest in their churches. They stat- 
ed kindly and diplomatically that 
we church-goers appear to them to 
be a group of hypocrits! They can- 
not connect our mode of living and 
methods of doing business with the 
teachings of Jesus whom we claim

to follow. They do not understan 
how we can attend church, sing th 
hymns, and moke the prayers v/hic 
we do on Sundays, and then act a 
we do-the other six days of th 
week. As a result of this Snconsis 
tency on our part, they ask: "\Vha 
use is the church?" 


The troubles from which 
ou 


churches arc suffering are due t 
the fact that Protestant young pco 
pie are "getting their eyes open 
and are beginning to think fo 
themselves. Furthermore, the day i 
coming when Catholic young pco 
pie will reach the same stage. In 
fact, the Catholic church probabb 
has its troubles ahead so that the. 
need dp no bragging now. Young 
people insist that for the church to 
interest them, we laymen must b 
better men, better employers anc 
workmen, better parents and neigh 
bors than those who do not go lo 
church. In short, we laymen mus 
take our religion seriously and pay 
the price if the church is to con- 
tinue to grow. 


My answer to these criticisms u 


that we laymen are living and do- 
ing business in a competitive world 
We can be a little more generous 
than the non-churchman; but if we 
really follow Jesus we would be 
like the poor and helpless disciples 
of His day. To this these students 
almost unaminously retorted: "Then 
why not try to chance the prevail- 
ing economic system? If you can- 
not worship both God and Mammon 
under the present system of indus- 
trialism, capitalism, and nationalism 
you can at least take sides with 
those who are trying to change the 
system." 


It. of course, is true that our 


churches must cease being only so- 
cial clubs and we layment must be 
known by a stronger character and 
good works. Young people and all 
other people must realize, however, 
that men cannot be reformed by 
mere legislation or even education. 
The American Magazine does not 
even realize this, as shown by their 
recent article on the subject. 


We must be "born-again". 
The 


hearts of people must be changed 
in order for any social or other 
system to succeed. This is a spiritu- 
al problem. Here is where America 
again needs the churches, family 
prayers. Sunday observance. Bible 
study, and the Ten Commandments 
Therefore, when we criticise the 
church and note how it is declining 
in behaviour and 
influence, 
we 


must not forget that the world still 
needs it. The church continues to 
be the basic agency through which 
civilization will be saved. 
The 


world is still ruled by feelings rath- 
er than by figures.

Madison —Recommendations for 


revision of the industrial commis- 
sion's general orders on industrial 
hygiene will be made as the result 
of researches underway by a new 
state agency, the industrial hygiene 
section of the state board of health, 
organized three months ago. 


This new unit is making an ex- 


haustive study of all the menaces 
which endanger the lives of the 
400.000 workers in the hundreds of 
industrial 
establishments 
in 
the 


state, analyzing the 
dusts, gases, 


fumes and other hazards to life and 
health. 
Visiting representative es- 


tablishments throughout Wisconsin, 
workers in the new division are 
taking samples of 
the 
air 
and 


fumes breathed by workers, and 
scientifically analyzing them. 


The studies made thus may lead 


:he industrial commission, entrust- 
ed by statutes to watch over the 
welfare of industrial employes, to 
change some of its orders, which 
date back 25 years. They will prob- 
ibly result in the development of 
additional safeguards, with the co- 
operation of the employers. 


The work is financed by federal 


social security act appropriation*, i 


and is supervised by the state and 
federal health authorities. Wiscon- 
sin's industrial hygiene unit Is one 
of 28 in 28 industrial states. 


The new slate agency is headed 


by Dr. Paul Brchm, former Mil- 
waukee practicing attorney, who 
has been thoroughly schooled in 
his job by federal hygiene work- 
ers.
